West Indies, to the New York Sun. We 
were now ira place where the scenery 
was beauti‘ul and the climate delightful, 
and, fortunately, we found that it was 
possible to make ourselves sufficiently 
comfortable to enjoy them both. We 
have a large parlor, dining-room, kitch- 
en, four rooms, and tooms in an out- 
hotise for the black servants. We 
brought with us our own linen and sil- 
Ver; everything else was supplied with 
the house, though there were, of course, 
a few deficiencies which we had to fill. 
For this we pay £5 a month. 

We keep three women servants—cook, 


| chambermaid and butler, as they call the 


servant who waits on the table, whether 
& man ora woman. Each has three shil- 
lings aweek, ‘The washing is en out. 
I find that each woman does, perhaps, 
two-thirds as tituch work as a strolg 
Irish WOmah could do. They ate sldw 
in all their thovements, and like to stand 
About and talk when they havea chance; 
but it would not be correct to call them 
lazy. Though they do less work than a 
white woman, they do it steadi'y and al- 
ways as well as they know how. 

They are willing to apply more muscu- 
lar labor to their work than any white 
woman would do. All our fi66r8 are 
solid mahogany. made of thick planks 
laid itmmediately across the beams, so 
that there is only one layer of flooring. 
Every morning the housemaid first 
sweeps them and then polishes them 
all over with a combing brush made 
of the top of a cocoanut husk, cut off 
so as to exvose “the stiff inner fibres. 
If the floor is really dirty, it is scrubbed 
with orange juice, and you will see the 
housemaid go to her depository of 
oranges, pick out the juicest, and 
Squeeze it over the floor. Ours said, 
when she saw me watching her: ‘Orange 
juice cut off ae dirt. Oranges very nice 
to clean house wid, missus." and down 
she went on her marrow bones, taking 
hold of the round cocoanut brush wit 
both hands, and scrubbing with ab im 
mense expenditure of force. Every floor 
inthe house is scrubbed in this way 
every day, and the mahogony shines as 
if varnished, although ne‘ther varnish 
nor wax has ever touched it. 

The majority of the people here cook 

n open wood fires, but I had been told 

hen hiring the house that I should have 
a stove. I did not gointothe kitchen until 
two or three days after we arrived, and 
then found the tiny stove standing on 
the sort of high hearth on which they 
usually make their wood fires. I had no 
stovepipe at all, and only one o> two 
covers, the rest being lost, and yet the 
cook had never dreamed of complaining 
about it. The smoke found its way out, 
when the wind favored, through open- 
ings in the roof. But in all cases where 
I gave them better implements to work 
with, they made use of them more faith- 
fully, and took better care of them, than 
I should have expected. 

The one thing about them which is 
really disagreeable is their inflexible dis- 
position to steal eatables. In every 
other respect the servants that we em- 
ploy seem perfectly honest; but nothing 
to eat is safe, and you never know what 
they have laid their hands on. 

At first we had some trouble about 
getting provisions, but when it was once 
understood that we would take steadily 
a certain supply, we had no further diffi- 
culty. We have some really excellent 
beef sent up to us from the lowlands 
once a week at sixpence a pound, and 
inferior beef is brought around in the 
middie of the week at from fourpence 
ha'penny to sixpence a pound. We get 
good mutton also once a week at nine. 
pence a pound, and fresh tish is brought 
around twice a week by the fishermen. 
In a big hen-house we keep a supply of 
chickens, which, however, though vora.- 
cious, never become fat. Occasionally 
we can get tolerable turkeys and cucks. 
For chickens, alive, we pay sixpence a 
pound, for turkeys ninepence, and for 
ducks four shillings a pair. 

We are near an infinitesimal village, 
where two or three shops stand close to 
the road, and at these we can get toler- 
able groceries at something more than 
New York prices. Twice every week, 
on the green opposite one of these shops, 
the market is held where we buy all our 
other supplics. Here, at about 9 o'clock 
in the morning, the negroes begin to

The Coinage of the United States. 


The coinage law of 1792 provided for 
three gold coins, the eagle, half-eagle 
and quarter-eagle. It provided for thie 
silver dollar, which was to weigh 420 
‘grains, and to be “the unit of Federal 
-money~’ Jh 1887 a code of mint laws, 
drawn by Mr, R. M. Patterson, the di- 
rectors of the mint, and adopted by 
Congress, reduced the weight of the sil- 
'ver dollar to 4124 grains, and the smaller 
silver coins in proportion, and for both 
metals the standard of fineness used in 
the mint of France was adopted. The 
gold dollar was first coined under an act 
of Congress passed March 3, 1849. By 
an act of February 21, 1853, an import- 
ant change was made in our national 
coinage. By the laws (previously ex- 

ld and silver coins 
except the Eeaboans pieces) were a 
legal tender to any amount. At the 
ratio of silver to gold of sixteen to one, 
silver was of less value in the United 
States than in Europe, and .our silver 
coins were exported in large quantities. 
To prevent this the act mentioned placed 
a seighiofage, or mint-tax upon silver, 
reduced the half-dollar and smaller coins 
in weight, and took from the subsidiary 
silver coins their legal-tender quality ex- 
cepting in small amounts. The silver 
dollar of 4124 grains was not included in 
this change. ¢ mint was no longer to 
coin silver for individuals, but to pur- 
chase the metal at its market price and 
manufacture coins on government ac- 
count. The effect of this change was to 
give to the silver coin of this country a 
current value sufficiently above its market 
price as bullion to prevent its exporta- 
tion, and at the some time to make silver 
money subsidiary to gold. The silver 
dollar, however, being still legal tender 
to any amount, and being heavier than a 
dollar's worth of small coins, stood ata 
premium of from 103 to 105. By the 
coinage act of 1873, prepared under the 


direction of John J, Knox, comptroller 


of the currency, the coimage of the 
silver dollar of 4124 was drop 
and in its place was substituted the dol- 
lar of 420 grains, called the ‘‘trade dol- 
lar,” since it was intended only for the 
convenience of our trade with Mexico 
and the Central American States, China 
and Japan, and was never much used in 
this country, excepting on the Pacific 
coast. The act of 1873 also provided 
that silver money should only be a ‘‘legal 
tender at its nominal value for any 
amotnt not exceeding five dollars in any 
one payment.” This restriction, together 
with the omission of the old silver dol. 
lars from the list of authorized coins, 
resulted in the ‘‘demonetization of sil- 
ver,” of which so much was said when 
its effect began to be understood. By 
the ‘“‘silver bill” of 1877 the dollar of 
412} grains was restored to the coinage 
and again made legal tender. As coin, 
silver and gold are of equal value, one 
dollar in gold being ssclitnarabile for 
one dollar in silver at any time—or either 
of them for one dollar in paper—as legal 
tender of the United States.— Chicago 
Inter- Ocean,

Pigs, 
goats, and even calves frequently fall 
prey to him, and the instances in which 
women and children passing that stream 
have been attacked by him are numerous, 
Not two months ago one monster seized 
a girl who was washing clothes thirty 
ards away from her house, lacerated 
ba most frightfully with his claw, and 
was only beaten off after a lon rugele 
by two men with cutlasses.— West Indian 
World.

‘‘About a quarter of a century ago, when 
giving me some good advice for a young 

ractitioner to follow, the late Dr. B. F. 

dwards, of St. Louis, Mo., whose ac- 
curacy in the measurement of the action 
of remedies, truth in sta*ement, and 
justice toward the members of the pro. 
fess'on, made hima shining light in the 
early history of our State, among other 
things said: ‘Never make fun of an old 
woman’s remedy, for not only will you 
give offence and thereby injure your 
practice to the extent of her influence, 
but you may throw away what would 
have proved upon trial to be a valuable 
adjunct in your practice.’ He then cited 
this case to illustrate the importance of 
his injunction: ‘In 1830, while practis- 
ing in Madison county, IIL, I was in- 
duced by the repre-entations of an old 
woman to make the trial, in dysentery 
and diarrhea, of tablespoonful-doxes of 
pure cider vinegar, with the addition of 
sufficient salt to be noticeable, and it 
acted so charmingly that I have never 
used anything else.’ He was prescribing 
it in 1870, making a period of forty 
years.”

RESOLUTION AGAINST PROF. KING 
Ataconvention of Baptist clergy- 
man held Monday night at Shiloh

DRATH IN THE FLAMES. 


FIVE LIVES LOST IN a CHICAGO 
HOTEL FIRE. 


A Gallant Rescue and a Woman’s Mar- 
velous Escape. 


At about eight Pp. m., the other day, flames 
were discovered issuing from the Langham 
hotel, Chicago, and in a short time the build- 
ing was a mass of fire. The flames originated 
in one of the lower rooms from.a lamp, which 
was accidentally overturned. At the time 
the restaurant of the house contained 400 
guests at supper and as many more were in 
tke rooms. Those in the restaurant had no 
trouble in getting out, but several persons in 
upper rooms had a very narrow escape. The 
fire spread with marvelous rapidity, and be. 
fore a second alarm was turned in, flames 
were bursting through the roof. 

Mrs. Be’knap, an elderly lady, was killec 
by jumping from the fourth story into an 
alley. Subsequently a a | was raised that 
the walls were falling, and that Bullwinkle’s 
fire insurance patrolmen were inside tho 
building. A portion of the south wall was 
seen to totterand then it came down with 
a crash. 

A search in the ruins revealed tho dead 
bodies of John Walsh and Frederick Jones, 
of the fire patro', and Joan Hennessey, a 
clerk in the hotel. William Bean, another 
hotel employe, was taken out alive, but died 
in the hospital. Captain James Shepherd 
and James Boyd, of the fire patrol, were se- 
riously injured, 

Soon after the walls fell the wreck took 
fire and the firemen tufned several streams 
on the blazing mass to save their comrades 
from being roasted to death, though at the 
imminent risk of drowning them. he water 
was ice cold aud drenched the poor, impris- 
oned fellows, chilling them to the marrow. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. Hoole, of Cincinnati, bad 
a most remarkable experience. Both are 
cripples, Mrs. Hoole having been paralyzed 
some years ago, while her husband has lost 
the use of his lower limbs. He can hopble 
along with crutches with some difficulty, but 
she is wholly without the power of locomo- 
tion. They occupied a room on the fourth 
floor. Mr. Hoole arrived from Cincinnati 
and Mr. C. D. Martindale, 
of his Chicago louse called

He then 
seized them as before, and bidding them take 
courage and be calm, made his way t h 
the suffocating smoke to the rear stairs. T 
way seemed clear, and without pausing for 
breath he proceeded to descend. © was not 
strong enough to carry the entire burden, 
but held the two firmly under his arms, drag- 
ging their legs after him. In this way they 
descended the three flights of stairs and es- 
ca into the pure air. 

he escape of Mrs. J. A. Murray and her 
child was so marvelous as to be almost in- 
credible. The lady, with her husband and 
child, occupied rooms on the fifth 
floor. The husband was out of the 
city. Mrs. Murray was not aware of the 
danger to herself and child until the halls 
were filled with smoke. Awakening the 
child, she ran with him to a window near 
the fire escape. Bidding the infant to clasp 
her tightly about the neck, she began the 
descent. At each story there was an iron 
grating, with a hole in the centre too small to 
simit of the passage through of herself and 
child, She was therefore compelled four times 
during the descent to seat the child upon the 
grating,lower herself over the edge of it to the 
rounds to the escape below and reach up for 
her boy. She reached the ground without 
assistance, and when seen a quarter of an 
hour later she had wholly recovered from the 
effects of her terrible experience. 

The total loss, including the hotel, furniture 
and guests’ possessions, and on the adjoining 
buildings and contents is estimated at $350,- 
000; nearly covered by insurance.
